organized planning, they have been 
doing just fine raising ducks. 

Mr. Simmons receives the young 
ducks from the hatchery at the 
tender age of one day, in lots of 
150 each. They are shipped in from 
Sarnia and for a few days after 
their arrival they are kept in а 
brooder house. Then they are 
transferred to pens moving to a 
new one each week until they 
reach the "tender" age of eight 
weeks when they are killed and 
dressed for market. ‘The proper 
name of the particular breed which 
Mr. Simmons raises is Pekin, a 
very good type of duck for eating
